Company and the Manufacturers Light 
and Heat Company; and 

WHEREAS', The franchises of these 
companies were granted by the City 
of Pittsburgh with the expectation that 
their competitive operation would con¬ 
duce to low rates and charges for their 
public service; and, 

WHEREAS, The domestic charges for 
natural gas service have been now made 
uniform at the net rate of sixty cents 
for the first 15,000 cubic feet, forty-five 
cents for the next 85,000, and forty-two 
cents for a talcing over 100,000 cubic 
feet, by the Peoples Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany and the Equitable Gas Company; 
and a straight rate of sixty cents by the 
Manufacturers Light and Heat Com¬ 
pany has been promulgated to take effect 
on or about April 30, 1937, by the with¬ 
drawal of its Temporary Optional Rate 
Schedule No. 6, whereunder any domestic 
consumer in Pittsburgh could purchase 
gas at lower rates than sixty cents per 
1,000 for all use over 5,000 cubic feet 
per month, constituting in effect a rate 
advance for such users; and, 

WHEREAS, The rate for domestic use 
was raised in 1921 from forty-five cents 
to fifty cents, and in 1924 was again un¬ 
warrantably raised from fifty cents to 
sixty cents, which rate continues to the 
present time as the first charge in the 
domestic consumer schedule of the afore¬ 
said companies; and, 

WHEREAS, It appears after investiga¬ 
tion that the open market price of gas 
purchased by these companies is around 
twenty cents per 1,000 cubic feet, and 
the companies charge into the aforesaid 
rates their own produced gas at thirty 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet or better, and 
so raise the rate charged in an artificial 
manner without cause or reason and to 
the detriment of the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh; and, 

WHEREAS, Excessive rentals are paid 
by the aforesaid companies to underliers 
and affiliates so that their own net earn¬ 
ings are concealed, with the result that 
the present level of rates has an ap¬ 
parent foundation which is grossly dis¬ 
torted; and, 

WHEREAS, There is no shortage of 
natural gas in Pennsylvania and de¬ 
pletion charges now reflected in these 
rates are excessive; and, 


WHEREAS, Large supplies of natural 
gas have been discovered in recent years 
in Pennsylvania, and a large supply of 
gas is now brought into Pittsburgh at 
a cost of about fifteen cents per 1,000 
cubic feet; and, 

WHEREAS', It appears that charges 
for depletion and depreciation have been 
made so excessive that they have largely 
provided fresh capital for the operation 
and expansion of the operations of the 
aforesaid natural gas companies; and, 

WHEREAS, It is highly desirable for 
the public interest that these companies 
exchange pipe facilities to the end that 
there shall be only one operating com¬ 
pany on one street and that the duplica¬ 
tion of services cease in order that costs 
shall abate; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Pittsburgh is 
willing to amend franchises in order 
to effectuate an inter-company policy 
that will reduce the distributing costs 
to its citizens; Now, Therefore Be It 

RESOLVED, That the City Solicitor 
is hereby directed to advise Council on 
the desirability and advisability of re¬ 
newing the rate eases against the Equit¬ 
able Gas Company and the Peoples Na¬ 
tural Gas Company, and of Instituting a 
rate case against the Manufacturers 
Light and Heat Company, to determine 
whether the facts set forth in this reso¬ 
lution afford sufficient basis to promise 
success in the prosecution of these rate 
cases; or whether new rate cases should 
be brought against all three companies; 
and whether measures may not be adopt¬ 
ed by the City and the Companies to re¬ 
move the unnecessary costs put on the 
service by the competitive operations 
now carried on; And, be it further 

RESOLVED, That an invitation be ex¬ 
tended to the said natural gas companies 
to appear before the Mayor and the 
Council to show cause why their rates 
should not now be voluntarily reduced, 
and what steps they are willing to take 
to lessen the costs of their competitive 
operations, and what other adjustments 
in their operations they are willing to 
make i» order to lessen the cost of their 
competitive operations.

WHEREAS, The 
servicing of natural gas to the citizens 
of Pittsburgh is performed by three inde¬ 
pendent natural gas corporations formed 
under the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, to wit: The Peoples Nat¬ 
ural Gas Company, the Equitable Gas 
Company and the Manufacturers Light 
and Heat Company; and 

WHEREAS', The franchises 'of these 
companies were granted by the City 
of Pittsburgh with the expectation that 
their competitive operation would con¬ 
duce to low rates and charges for their 
public service; and, 

WHEREAS, The domestic charges for 
natural gas service have been now made 
uniform at the net rate of sixty cents 
for the first 15,000 cubic feet, forty-five 
cents for the next 85,000, and forty-two 
cents for a taking over 100,000 cubic 
feet, by the Peoples Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany and the Equitable Gas Company; 
and a straight rate of sixty cents by the 
Manufacturers Light and Heat Com¬ 
pany has been promulgated to take effect 
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on or about April 30, 1937, by the with¬ 
drawal of its Temporary Optional Rate 
Schedule No. 6, whereunder any domestic 
consumer in Pittsburgh could purchase 
gas at lower rates than sixty cents per 
1,000 for all use over 5,000 cubic feet 
per month, constituting in effect a rate 
advance for such users; and, 

WHEREAS, The rate for domestic use 
was raised in 1921 from forty-five cents 
to fifty cents, and in 1924 was again un¬ 
warrantably raised from fifty cents to 
sixty cents, which rate continues to the 
present time as the first charge in the 
domestic consumer schedule of the afore¬ 
said companies; and, 

WHEREAS, It appears after investiga¬ 
tion that the open market price of gas 
purchased by these companies is around 
twenty cents per 1,000 cubic feet, and 
the companies charge into the aforesaid 
rates their own produced gas at thirty 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet or better, and 
so raise the rate charged in an artificial 
manner without cause or reason and to 
the detriment of the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh; and, 

WHEREAS, Excessive rentals are paid 
by the aforesaid companies to underliers 
and affiliates so that their own net earn¬ 
ings are concealed, with the result that 
the present level of rates has an ap¬ 
parent foundation which is grossly dis¬ 
torted; and, 

WHEREAS, There is no shortage of 
natural gas in Pennsylvania and de¬ 
pletion charges now reflected in these 
rates are excessive; and, 

WHEREAS, Large supplies of natural 
gas have been discovered in recent years 
in Pennsylvania, and a large supply of 
gas is now brought into Pittsburgh at 
a cost of about fifteen cents per 1,000 
cubic feet; and, 

WHEREAS-, It appears that charges 
for depletion and depreciation have been 
made so excessive that they have largely 
provided fresh capital for the operation 
and expansion of the operations of the 
aforesaid natural gas companies; and, 

WHEREAS, It is highly desirable for 
the public interest that these companies 
exchange pipe facilities to the end that 
there shall be only one operating com¬ 
pany on one street and that the duplica¬ 
tion of services cease in order that costs 
shall abate; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Pittsburgh is 


willing to amend franchises in order 
to effectuate an inter-company policy 
that will reduce the distributing costs 
to its citizens; Now, Therefore Be It 

RESOLVED, That the City Solicitor 
is hereby directed to advise Council on 
the desirability and advisability of re¬ 
newing the rate cases against the Equit¬ 
able Gas Company and the Peoples Na¬ 
tural Gas Company, and of instituting a 
rate case against the Manufacturers 
Light and Heat Company, to determine 
whether the facts set forth in this reso¬ 
lution afford sufficient basis to promise 
success in the prosecution of these rate 
cases; or whether new rate cases should 
be brought against all three companies; 
and whether measures may not be adopt¬ 
ed by the City and the Companies to re¬ 
move the unnecessary costs put on the 
service by the competitive operations 
now carried on; And, be it further 

RESOLVED, That an invitation be ex¬ 
tended to the said natural gas companies

WHEREAS, No moneys are now avail¬ 
able for either loans or subsidies to 
carry on a low-cost housing and slum- 
clearance program unless a permanent 
Federal agency is created with power to 
make loans and grants for housing, and 
unless Congress makes the necessary

WHEREAS, The Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh has heretofore memorial¬ 
ized Congress to enact this type of de¬ 
sirable housing legislation, and 

WHEREAS, There has been introduced 
in the Congress of the United States, the 
“United States Housing Act of 1937”, 
being S. 1685 and H. R. 5033, which, if 
enacted, will make possible the exten¬

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Gallagher presented 

No. 2886. WHEREAS, A Cities 
Alliance has been organized among 
Municipalities for the purpose of obtain¬ 
ing substantial reductions in gas rates; 
and 

WHEREAS, The Alliance is advanc¬ 
ing this worthy cause by seeking a 
wider distribution of natural gas at 
honest prices, prohibition of natural gas 
waste, enforcement of federal anti-trust 
laws and the federal regulation of in¬ 
terstate pipe lines; and 

WHEREAS, The public welfare de¬ 
mands that natural gas shall be offered 
for distribution wholly freed of the 
monopolistic restraint imposed by nat¬ 
ural gas pipe lines interests, which un¬ 
lawful restraint the Cities Alliance has 
denounced; and 

WHEREAS, The citizens of this Com¬ 
munity will benefit from the establish¬ 
ment of federal regulation over inten 
state gas pipe lines, including super¬ 
vision over wholesale prices charged for 
natural gas at the "city gate”; Now, 
therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh, being in accord with 
the aforesaid program to protect and aid 
its citizen.s, hereby expres.ses its will¬ 
ingness to cooperate with other munici¬ 
palities of The Cities Alliance as a mem¬ 
ber thereof, particularly in advocating 
enactment of the proposed natural gas 
pipe line regulation bill by this present 
Congress, provided that such participa¬ 
tion places this city under no financial 
obligation.

Mr. President:—I would like to 
explain that this Alliance was organized 
in 1935 in Milwaukee. At the present 
time seventy cities have joined. There 
is no membership fee connected with it 
and if the City is aided through it, the 
Alliance will accept voluntary contribu¬ 
tions. 

The City of Pittsburgh should be¬ 
come a member because the Alliance is 
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fighting, through Federal legislation, 
the monopolistic gas companies through¬ 
out the nation. 

The cities of Cleveland and Detroit 
have benefited by the Alliance. 

There may be a little expense by hav¬ 
ing the members, who represent the Al¬ 
liance, come to Pittsburgh. 

At present Mr. John Smith, Presi¬ 
dent of Detroit City Council, is Presi¬ 
dent, and Mr. Reese, Chairman of the 
Public Service and Surveys Committee 
of Cleveland Council, is Secretary, 

It will not put the city to much ex¬ 
pense, and I urge the Council to adopt 
this resolution.

WHEREAS, The May¬ 
or and the Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh have appropriated the sum of 
$5,000.00, which has been made avail¬ 
able for the City Planning Commission 
to use in making a study of housing 
conditions existing in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and 

WHEREAS, These studies have de¬ 
veloped the fact that there exists in 
this City a great need for the construc¬ 
tion of more and better housing for the 
lower income groups, and that this need 
is becoming more acute daily due to the 
inclination of owners of slum property 
to take advantage of the situation and 
increase rents, and 

WHEREAS, There is developing in 
this City a large amount of discontent 
among the working classes on account 
of the fact that they are unable to ob¬ 
tain decent housing for the prices they 
can afford to pay, and 
WHEREAS, Due to the high cost of 
building materials, labor and land, it is 
impossible for private industry to pro¬ 
vide such housing, and there seem to 
be no prospects that in the immediate 
future it will be possible to do so, and 
WHEREAS’, There exist in the City 
of Pittsburgh, slums and crowded hous¬ 
ing conditions which are unprecedented 
in any city of its size in the Country, 
and 

WHEREAS, There exists in the City 
of Pittsburgh, a large area of partly de¬ 
veloped land located in close proximity 
to the business section and within the 


center of population of the City which 
can be reclaimed for low cost housing, 
provided the proper organization can 
be set up under a housing authority for 
the acquisition of said land and the de¬ 
molition of the buildings thereon, and 
WHEREAS, In order to provide such 
an authority it is essential that the 
Legislature of the State of Pennsylvania 
provides proper and efficient legal ma¬ 
chinery for the purpose of carrying out 
such housing projects, and 

WHEREAS, There is now under con¬ 
sideration by the Congress of the United 
States, certain housing legislation which 
will provide for cooperation between 
local housing authorities and the Fed¬ 
eral Government and for subsidization 
by means of grants in aid, or of sub¬ 
sidization of rents by which means it 
will be possible for such local housing 
authorities to provide housing and prop¬ 
er environment for the families of work¬ 
ing men at a price that will be within 
their means, and 

WHEREAS, Not only is there great 
shortage of houses for those within the 
lower income group, but there also ex¬ 
ists in the City of Pittsburgh a great 
shortage of housing within the means 
of the middle class working men who 
can afford to pay a reasonable rent but 
cannot afford to pay the profit which it 
is necessary, to attract private capital 
into the housing industry in the regular 
course of business, in which field there 
is need for housing organizations ordin¬ 
arily known as “Limited Dividend Cor¬ 
porations”, which can enter the hous¬ 
ing field and provide large numbers of 
houses for this class of people, with a 
view of attracting private capital to in¬ 
vest funds in the housing industry, and 
WHEREAS, The housing shortage in 
Pittsburgh is now assuming alarming 
proportions, and careful studies have 
developed the fact that there is need for 
at least 10,000 houses that could rent 
for about $20.00 per month, and at least 
10,000 additional houses that could rent 
for about $30.00 per month, thus provid¬ 
ing housing for the two classes afore¬ 
mentioned, and 

WHEREAS, It is absolutely essential 
that* the State of Pennsylvania be pre¬ 
pared to cooperate with the Federal 
Government and that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh be ready to present its housing 
program to the Federal Government im¬ 
mediately upon the passage of the Fed¬ 
eral housing legislation, and 
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WHEREAS, With this end in view, the 
City of Pittsburgh, by means of the 
above mentioned appropriation to its 
City Planning Commission is now pre¬ 
paring plans and studies of housing pro¬ 
jects, and plans for slum clearance 
which will make possible the immed¬ 
iate organization of a housing auth¬ 
ority under one or all of the housing 
acts now pending before the Pennsyl¬ 
vania State Legislature; Now, therefore, 
he it 

RESOLVED, That the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh do 
hereby memorialize the members of the 
Senate of the State of Pennsylvania to 
give immediate and prompt attention to 
the passage of the four bills now pend¬ 
ing; these bills being known as House 
Bill No. 645, Senate Bill No. 593, re¬ 
ferred to the Senate Committee on Wel¬ 
fare; House Bill No. 646, Senate Bill No. 
658, referred to the Senate Committee 
on Judiciary General; House Bill No, 
647, Senate Bill No. 794, referred to the 
Senate Committee on State Boards, and 
known as the State Housing Board Bill; 
and House Bill No. 753, Senate Bill No. 
837, referred to the Senate Committee on 
Judiciary General, Senate Bill No, 837 
provides for the creation of housing 
authorities in cities and counties. It is 
absolutely essential that this bill be 
passed in order that slum clearance and 
low cost housing can be carried on and 
that housing authorities can be created. 
Senate Bill No. 658 provides for limited 
dividend corporation, whose function it 
would ho to provide housing for the 
middle class working men, and it is de- 
s.gnod to attract private capital into the 
building industry; and, be it further 

RESOLVED, That the members of the 
Senate of the State of Pennsylvania are 
hereby petitioned and urged to promptly 
enact the above described legislation; 
and that a copy of this resolution be 
mailed to each member of the State Sen¬ 
ate,

Mr. Magee arose and said: 

Mr, Chairman: 

I ask the City Council to consider 
this ordinance in all its bearings. What 
is involved in it? A deficit in this year 
of 1937 of more than |700,000.00; an un¬ 
balancing of the 1938 budget from this 
measure alone to the extent of $1,800,- 
000.00. Consider further. We say we 
will continue to pay our share of unem¬ 
ployment relief by public loans and not 
from taxation, but that is not true. We 
have just authorized the issuance of a 
$2,000,000.00 note for three years. Un¬ 
less that sum i.s refunded over a long 
term (and in principle it should not he 
refunded) $667,000.00 must be added to 
the 1938 budget for that purpose. If 
we should grant the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety one hun¬ 
dred policemen, $200,000.00 more will be 
added to 1938 expenditures. In the last 
five years our $35,000,000.00 street paving 
system has been allowed to deteriorate 
to a woeful degree. It was always our 
custom, before the depression, to put 
back into that street .system about one 
million and a quarter each year. The 
largest sum we have appropriated for 
that purpose during the last five years 
was less than $500,000.00 in 1937. Con¬ 
sider the drain on the budget from this 
source during the next few' years. Our 
tremendous sewer system in Pittsburgh 
and our bridges, as well as our w'ater 
works, ail have weak links in them by 
reason of the necessary economies of 


the last five years. At any moment 
catastrophe may overtake some part of 
the city’s physical plant that would re¬ 
quire the appropriation of a huge sum 
of money. I conclude that the passage 
of this bill will entail most serious con¬ 
sequences upon the budget of 1938 and 
the years following, visiting great hard¬ 
ship upon the taxpayers of the city. 
When you remember that $15,000,000.00 
of delinquent taxes have accumulated, it 
will be readily apparent how many of 
them will be affected. Remember that 
we ask the Legislature each year to pass 
a new abatement law offering a bonus 
to delinquent taxpayers. Many of them 
strain and struggle to comply. We are 
asking the Legislature to pass new laws 
that will facilitate the tax sales on be¬ 
half of the city, the county and the 
school board in those cases where the 
property owner is unable to pay. There 
are literally thousands of such cases 
and the effect of wholesale foreclosures 
for taxes will mean the depreciation of 
property values in the city for years. 

Consider the bill from another point 
of view, that of necessity and justice. 
Not all of the city employes are suf¬ 
fering the 16 2/3^ cut from the peak 
salary scale. The laborers and other 
employes who, in 1934, received less 
than $1,500.00 per year already have been 
raised to the 1931 level. It is only those 
who then received more than $1,500.00 
per year who are still suffering the 16- 
cut. I have looked at the most 
recent bulletin of the Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics of the Department of Labor and 
find that food costs on March 15th, 
1937, were at 85.4. I am of the belief, 
although I do not have the data at hand, 
that other costs of living are not any 
higher than food costs. I conclude from 
that that justice is not the motive for 
the proposed increase. 

Let U.S consider it from still another 
viewpoint and that is the interest of our 
unemployed brothers. Because of our 
retrenchment in all our activities begin¬ 
ning in 1931, the city has reduced its 
payroll from 6,500 to 5,000 employes. If 
this city would use whatever resources it 
has to re-employ a part of the 1,500 
peoiTle which it has discharged and that 
example would be followed by every 
other city, by every other industry, and 
by every employer of labor, the benefits 
of this recovery would be spread out 
to cover everybody. That 1,500 in this 
city means 30What a different pic- 
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ture this country would present if this 
city and all other employers of labor 
would be able to increase their employ¬ 
ment by 30^, There would be no un¬ 
employed. nut the policy of industry, 
under pressure of organized labor, is to 
increase the pay of those who are em¬ 
ployed, leaving 10,000,000 able-bodied 
persons, able and willing to work, lying 
on the human scrap heap. Is that just, 
is it humane, is it economically sound, 
I ask? That is the policy of this ordi¬ 
nance. I disagree with it and will cast 
my vote against it. 

At the depth of the depression, the 
National administration outlined a pol¬ 
icy of finance which has been followed 
by practically all of the states and lo¬ 
cal governments. It consisted of spend¬ 
ing annually more than tax income pro¬ 
duced. It consisted of deliberately un¬ 
balancing the budget and of issuing 
bonds from time to time to pay a part 
of the annual governmental expenses. 
This policy has many critics but was 
courageously persisted in, and the pres¬ 
ent progress of business recovery from 
the depths is testimony of its soundness. 

Pittsburgh followed in the wake of 
Washington and the consequences in this 
city up to date have been beneficial. But 
no one who understood that policy at 
the time it was formulated believed that 
it should or could continue indefinitely. 
Unbalanced budgets mean living on one's 
credit. Debt contracted now must be 
paid in the future. Diving on borrowed 
money can continue only for a short 
period. The emergency that confronted 
this nation in 1932 has ended. Recovery 
has made enough progress to permit a 
slowing clown of artificial stimulation. 
When this policy was ado])ted the whole 
economic life of the nation was threat¬ 
ened. There was danger of economic 
disorganization, of wholesale starvation, 
All economic processes were dislocated. 
Now the scene is changed. The financial, 
industrial and agricultural processes are 
in gear. Fear has been dispelled by 
hope. If orthodox methods of produc¬ 
tion and consumption are allowed to 
have more sway and artificial means be 
somewhat restricted and ultimately 
abandoned, a full recovery may be ac¬ 
complished in the course of two or 
three more years. 

On Tuesday of last week the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States sent his 
views to the Congress. He told them 


that the time had arrived to halt fur¬ 
ther spending. In this message, he said: 

“And while I recognize many oppor¬ 
tunities to improve social and economic 
conditions, through Federal action, I 
am convinced that the success of our 
whole program and the permanent se¬ 
curity of our people demand that we 
adjust all expenditures within the limits 
of my budget estimate.” 

In another part of the same message 
he said: 

“It is a matter of concern to you and 
to me who are working for a balanced 
budget that so many special groups 
exert the strongest pressure to bring 
about increases in government expendi¬ 
tures. They pay little attention to the 
fact that the budget, as submitted, rep¬ 
resents a coordinated fiscal program and 
that material departures therefrom de¬ 
stroy the whole purpose of the program. 

If we are to avoid a continuation of 
deficits, we must resist these impor¬ 
tunities or provide the necessary rev¬ 
enues to meet the increasing costs.” 

What he meant was that a contin¬ 
ually unbalanced budget is followed by 
a continuous increase of public loans. 
The limitation of available funds to pur¬ 
chase additional bonds will cause either 
one of two things; an increase in the 
interest rate, which would cause a fall 
in the level of existing bond prices and 
a consequent insolvency of the banking 
system, the insurance companies, the 
trust companies, and all other institu¬ 
tions which hold the people's money; or, 
if the alternative were chosen, of creat¬ 
ing additional credit through the Federal 
Re.serve System to finance new bond is¬ 
sues, the quantity of money and deposits 
would become so redundant as to bring 
about a price inflation, which present in¬ 
comes of the vast mass of the people 
would be inadequate to meet. President 
Roosevelt has known all along that the 
time would come in the process of recov¬ 
ery when he must call upon all classes 
to restrain themselves from making fur¬ 
ther demands upon the public credit. He 
called his policy “pump priming” because 
he intended the use of the public funds 
as a stimulant. He never intended that 
the United States should enter on a long 
career of living upon borrowed money. 
He knew the time would arrive when a 
choice must be made between less stim¬ 
ulation with a slower rate of recovery, 
or going forward on borrowed money to 
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a disastrous price inflation, which would 
engulf the entire country in ruin. The 
time for that decision has now arrived, 
he tells us. He practically told the 
Congress that such socially valuable 
projects as flood control, low cost hous¬ 
ing, farm tenancy, crop insurance, fed¬ 
eral assistance to education and great 
public works must remain dormant un¬ 
til the taxable resources will be ma¬ 
terially increased. He went so far as to 
advise a cut of 300 million from unem¬ 
ployment relief, the appropriation dear¬ 
est to his heart. 

The question for the national con¬ 
gress, the state legislatures, county 
commissioners and city councils to de¬ 
cide is whether or not public budgets are 
to be balanced or unbalanced from now 
on. 

I can conclude this argument no better 
than to quote from an editorial of a 
liberal Pittsburgh newspaper. On April 
20th, the Pittsburgh Press said: 

“Although the need for relief at the 
bottom of the economic scale continues, 
employment is rapidly increasing, a 
measure of prosperity has returned to 
the farms and factories, and commerce 
moves in a swelling volume. Instead of 
inflationary spending and borrowing, to¬ 
day, most urgent need is for deflationary 
economies and taxation to bring the gov¬ 
ernment's budget quickly into balance 
and provide a steadying influence to 
curb the threat of runaway prices, lest 
they devour the country’s power and ruin 
our recovery.” 

Air. Anderson arose and said; 

Mr. Chairman; 

I do not hesitate for a moment to vote 
for this legislation. I think every mem¬ 
ber of Council is aware that it will cost 
money to carry the expense which the 
legislation requires. I am not agreed 
that it will cause a handicap; I will not 
agree that it will interfere with the op¬ 
eration of the affairs of the city. 1 feel 
there are large amounts of money, from 
time to time, charged against the City 
without any serious effect. 

The Council, when it set the tax levy 
for 19.37, faced a deficit of $500,000. Not¬ 
withstanding that fact they did not hesi¬ 
tate to fix the tax levy. What was the 
result? In facing that deficit, it set the 
millage the same as last year. 

The report that was presented to Coun¬ 
cil at that time said that there was a re¬ 
duction in the valuation of properties 


to an amount of $100,000,000. In the 
face of that the Council set the millage. 
Today we are informed that that reduc¬ 
tion amounted to only $72,000,000; there¬ 
by relieving the City of the deficit which 
it faced when the Council passed the ap¬ 
propriation bill. 

Therefore, Mr. Chairman, today we 
have a balanced budget. 

I am not fearful of what is going to 
happen in 1938. 

I agree with the statements that are 
presented here in regard to the cost of 
restoring these wages. 

As I said before it has been done in 
the past without any ill effect or with¬ 
out stopping aiiy of the operations in 
city activities. 

In 1922 there was a reduction in sal¬ 
aries and wages of city employes 
amounting to $1,513,000. There was no 
reduction in taxes. What happened after 
one year? After one year those wages 
were restored to the extent of $1,117,- 
000. Did that interfere with the op¬ 
eration of our different departments? 
Did we call that a handicap? I am not 
agreed that it did. 1 will not agree that 
anything serious happened. 

In 1926, in the change of administra¬ 
tions, the taxes were raised three mills. 
There was placed in the budget over 
$2,000,000—in fact, $1,947,000. There 
was no kind of a wage increase then. 
I suppose that we had free money to 
start out with; at least 1 was told that 
at the time. Incidentally I was not for 
increasing the taxes to that extent. 

What happened in 1932? It was the 
best thought of the then President of 
Council to appoint a committee of out¬ 
standing business men of the City. They 
made their recommendations and Coun¬ 
cil adopted them. At that time 1 thought 
their recommendations were too drastic. 
Nevertheless there was an amount of 
$1,140,000 deducted from the salary and 
wage accounts. Let me say, Mr. Chair¬ 
man, that the gentlemen who made these 
recommendations have large interests 
not only in the City of Pittsburgh but 
throughout the country. Their money 
is invested in large corporations which 
voluntarily raised wages before the la- 
bof movement had a thing to do with it. 
If it is fair for these men to recommend 
a reduction in wages of the payroll here 
to the extent of around $2,000,000, and 
then agree that the interests in which 
their money is invested should raise 
wages, then it is fair that they should 

















































say to this Council at least part of this 
money should be restored. 

I want to say to the members of 
Council—and being a member of this 
Council—that there was a promise made 
to restore these wages when times war¬ 
ranted. 

Surely you will agree with me that 
this was the thought of the then Presi¬ 
dent of Council, who since that time 
has become one of the County Commis¬ 
sioners, and one of his first actions was 
to restore wages. Where is the ill effect 
of that on the county? That same ar¬ 
gument applies to the city. The.same 
is true of every hamlet, borough and 
township surrounding the City that has 
raised wages. Certainly if the then 
President of Council, who appointed this 
committee, has restored wages and 
raised wages, surely it was in his mind, 
and if he were a member of this Coun¬ 
cil you would find him on the floor say¬ 
ing It was a promise. 

I agree that the time has arrived to 
restore these wages, and I am sure that 
he would vote for this bill if he were a 
member of Council today. 

Mr. Chairman, I do not agree that we 
will be handicapped in regard to our fi¬ 
nances next year. I don’t agree that 
there is a deficit this year. Our payroll 
will carry us up until the last pay period 
of this year, I have no sympathy for 
the Mayor or the Council or the head or 
director of a department if they have to 
wait a few days to get their last pay. 
The largest pay of city employees is due 
oh the seventh day of January following 
the last fiscal month of 1937. 

Mr. Chairman, I have tried to collect 
some figures that I anticipated and I 
honestly believe will be collected to take 
care of this deficit. I fully realize that 
it will cost another million dollars to 
carry on this same payroll of one year. 
I agree with the gentleman that it will 
cost $700,000 this year. But, Mr. Chair¬ 
man, I feel that there will be new reve¬ 
nues paid into the City Treasury suffi¬ 
cient to meet these increases. 

First, let me say to you that there is 
at the present time pending in the 
State Legislature a bill taxing utilities. 
From all the information I have received 
this bill is going to pasfe. It has passed 
the House and it is now in the Senate 
for action. There was a short state¬ 
ment in the morning paper in regard to 


the passage of this bill. Surely we have 
the right to expect taxes to be paid into 
the City Treasury from this source to 
the extent of $234,000.00. Surely that 
will relieve us of part of these expendi¬ 
tures spoken of. 

Just the other day the Governor signed 
a bill known as the Municipal Lien Bill. 
We are going to have new money in our 
Treasury through that act, I under¬ 
stand it was $4,000,000 liened against 
properties for municipal improvements. 
Isn’t it reasonable for us to expect some 
return on these liens? I feel that those 
who have charge of collecting this 
money will agree with me that we will 
receive in new moneys in 1938, from this 
source, about $500,000.00. I am not esti¬ 
mating my receipts that high. Surely 
you will agree that we will have $300,- 
000.00 in new money to help carry on the 
activities of the city. 

Mr. Chairman, Since I have been a 
member of this Council I have quar¬ 
reled about the contract for the collec¬ 
tion and disposal of garbage and rub¬ 
bish. It has been stated time and 
again—a number of times—by different 
committees that appeared before this 
Council that they could save on their 
plan that they proposed $1,000,000 a 
year. I am not going to say to this 
Council that we will save $1,000,000. I 
am going to say to this Council that it 
is the hope of every man here that we 
will have incinerators and the lowest 
estimates that you can make is that we 
will save $500,000.00 from that source. 

I think it is a fair statement to make 
and say we will have this money to carry 
on the affairs of the city. 

I think every member of this Council 
will agree, after an abatement law is in 
effect, there is a larger collection of 
taxes. 

We could and do expect this year to 
collect a lower amount of taxes than we 
did last year, but we have another abate¬ 
ment law to go into effect, and if the 
City Treasurer has collected around 
$3,000,000 in delinquent taxes, it is reas¬ 
onable for us to believe and figure that 
we will have new money from this 
source. On the lowest estimate that you 
can think of we should save $500,000.00 
from that .source. 

Then there is $1,534,000.00 in new 
moneys. 

The Board of Assessors have reduced 
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•the valuations of properties in the City 
to the amount of $72,000,000.00. 

I have made some inquiries in regard 
to the increased rentals. You don’t have 
to go very far from this building; you 
see buildings around here; they increased 
the rentals in these buildings 20 to 40 
per cent. Surely this reduction was 
made by the Board of Assessors through 
the fact that it was necessary to lower 
rents. Therefore, they did not I'aise the 
rent because of the valuation that was 
placed on the buildings. I azn saying 
this in regard to the large buildings, 
without any reference to the small home 
owners. But if this is a fact that the 
Board of Assessors has reduced valua¬ 
tions through the fact that buildings 
were handicapped and rentals were low, 
and the same properties have increased 
their rentals from 20 to 40 per cent, I 
say to you that those valuations should 
be placed back on these buildings. That 
is a fair and honest statement. 

We have nothing to do with placing 
the valuations on properties. i don’t 
know whether the Assessors will agree 
that this is the reason for doing it; but 
that was always my understanding, and 
if that was any reason, which I think 
it was, and they have increased their 
rentals to this extent, they should in¬ 
vestigate this and have that valuation 
restored. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, if we can agree 
and anticipate new moneys to this ex¬ 
tent, and we all must agree that by en¬ 
acting this bill we cannot estimate much 
more than the $ 1,800,000.00 that has 
been spoken of here, and if we agree that 
when they cut the valuation and they 
have raised the rentals, and if we agree 
that is the wrong thing and the valua¬ 
tion should be restored, then we should 
at least give ourselves credit for $200,- 
000.00 to $500,000.00 in new moneys 
from that source. 

And if we do that, and if we are for¬ 
tunate enough to have these new moneys, 
we will have new moneys to the extent 
of $2,034,000, 

I am not, in closing, a little bit fear¬ 
ful of what is going to happen by the 
passage of this ordinance. I think, and 
each and every man and woman work¬ 
ing for the city at that time felt, that 
these wages would be restored. I think 
the time has arrived, and my hope is that 
every member of Council will vote for 
this ordinance as this question is up be¬ 
fore every Council in every large city in 


these United States. Perhaps there may 
be some drastic actions; I am not trying 
to threaten the Council; I do not wish 
that any such thing should happen in 
our city; but if we can only come to this 
conclusion that we will have new moneys 
to meet the expense of carrying into ef¬ 
fect this ordinance, nothing is going to 
happen in regard to the activities of any 
of the departments in the City Govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman:— 

X intend to vote for this bill, not be¬ 
cause I think it is a good bill, but be¬ 
cause it is the best bill that could be 
pi'oduced under the circumstances. In 
the course of the debates on the bill 
which have taken place in Council and 
in conference during the past two 
months, the importance of a real per¬ 
sonnel department that would make a 
study of the personnel of city em¬ 
ployees, with a view of determining 
their efficiency and worth in the various 
positions which they hold, was, in my 
opinion, clearly demonstrated. I am con¬ 
vinced that this ordinance only con¬ 
tinues, with a few notable exceptions, 
the inequality of the compensation 
which many of the city employes re¬ 
ceive. I think further, that due consid¬ 
eration in fixing the salaries of city em¬ 
ployes is not given to the very liberal 
retirement rights which are included as 
a part of their compensation and which, 
on the whole, I believe, are equal to ap¬ 
proximately 10 per cent of the cash com¬ 
pensation which they receive. I refer 
to the fact that the city appropriates 
approximately $1,200,000.00 to the vai'- 
ious pension funds, which is approxi¬ 
mately equal to about 10 per cent of the 
payroll. 

1 am further convinced that many city 
employes receive higher salaries than 
are paid in private industry for the same 
kind of work, and on the other hand, 
many are inadequately paid. 

While I think that the efficiency of the 
Civil Service Commission in recent 
months has been improved, I am also 
convinced that the present functioning 
of*the Civil Service Commission and the 
retirement system has a tendency to per¬ 
petuate inefficiency and keep inefficient 
people on the payroll. 1 propose, in the 
near future, to introduce legislation in 
this Council which shall have for its 
purpose the creation of a personnel de- 
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partment along the lines of those main¬ 
tained in private industry, which shall 
attempt to install a merit system which 
will provide for promotion of efficient 
employes on merit and the demotion of 
such as deserve demotion. While the 
present Civil Service Commission rules 
do require the grading of employes, this 
provision of the Civil Service rules is 
practically ignored so far as I have been 
able to observe—the grading being en¬ 
tirely left to the division, bureau and 
department heads, and it has become the 
practice to make the gradings purely 
perfunctory and not along lines of effi¬ 
ciency and merit. While I appreciate the 
good intentions and desire of Mr. Ander¬ 
son to restore salaries and wages in his 
general motion, of which this bill is the 
outcome, I feel that its passage will 
continue much of the injustice and ir¬ 
regularity which have been in existence 
during the past years. Nevertheless, as 
I said in the beginning of my remarks, I 
shall vote for the bill because I think it 
is the best that could be had under the 
circumstances.

Whereas, It is essential that the ac¬ 
tivities and efforts of such agencies, and 
the resources of the City of Pittsburgh, 
together with the resources of various 
corporations, business houses and asso¬ 
ciations doing business in the City of 
Pittsburgh, should be coordinated in 
time of disaster so that any such emer¬ 
gency might be met quickly and effi¬ 
ciently and suffering and hardship be re¬ 
duced to a minimum and to permit of an 
effective method for relief of and the 
general welfare of the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh in the event of some ma¬ 
jor catastrophe; Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That there is hereby cre¬ 
ated a Major Disaster Coordination 
Committee, to consist of the Mayor and 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh, 
the Board of Commissioners of Alle¬ 
gheny County and a representative from 
each of the following: The Pittsburgh 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, the 
American Legion, other recognized Vet¬ 
erans organizations, the Pittsburgh 
Chamber of Commerce, the Board of 


Public Education of Pittsburgh, and 
Public Schools of Allegheny County; said 
representatives to be appointed by and to 
serve at the pleasure of the Mayor; and 
be it further 

Resolved, That said Committee is 
hereby authorized to prepare a Major 
Disaster Protective and Relief Plan for 
the coordination of the activities of all 
protective and relief agencies of the 
City during any such emergency. Such 
plan shall provide for, and prescribe the 
powers and duties of, a Major Disaster 
Emergency Council, which shall con¬ 
sist of such responsible representatives 
of the cooperating agencies as said Ma¬ 
jor Disaster Coordination Committee 
shall deem advisable. Said plan shall 
be in such detail as may be necessary to 
insure quick mobilization of the forces 
and equipment of such agencies and their 
efficient operation during the period of 
such emergency. It shall be filed with 
the City Clerk and upon approval by the 
City Council shall become the Official 
Major Disaster Protective and Relief 
Plan of the City of Pittsburgh. Nothing 
in this Plan shall be construed as lim¬ 
iting or modifying in any way the dis¬ 
aster relief responsibility of the Ameri¬ 
can National Red Cross as imposed by 
the charter given to it by the Congress 
of the United States in 1905 or in any 
way affect its policies and procedures.

MOTIONS AN1> RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. O’Toole arose and said 

Mr. President:—When I became 
a member of this body I felt obligated 
to do what I could to carry out the 
pledges my P«arty had made in relation 
to the local utilities. I at once became 
interested in the traction question, .seek¬ 
ing lower fares, modernization of the 
system and payment of the sums due the 
City. 

It soon became appaj-ent that addi¬ 
tional legislation at Harrisburg was de¬ 
sirable, if not absolutely necessai'y, to 
bring about a speedy and final solu¬ 
tion of our difficulties. 

Two pieces of legislation were intro¬ 
duced. The Governor’.s Utility Bill and 
the bill generally known as the Kane 
Bill, being an enabling act for munici¬ 
pal bus competition. Pending the pass¬ 
age of these acts I felt it prudent that 
the city should delay in formulating a 
definite policy, a position in which my 
colleague, Mr, Magee, joined. 

Now I learn from newspaper accounts 
that there is a strong probability that 
neither bill will come out of senate com¬ 
mittees, the majority of whose members 
seem inclined to follow the example of 
their Republican predecessor.s rather 
than to execute the unequivocal pledges 
on which they were elected. 

And so, Mr. President; whereas I coun¬ 
selled delay, pending the passage of 
these bills, I now urge preparation for 
action, pending their defeat. 

The street car system is indebted to 


the city for various annual payments 
amounting to approximately $400,000.00. 
Before and since the expiration of the 
Traction Conference Agreement this 
money has not been paid. 

If the Pittsburgh Railways had an 
operating deficit the city could afford to 
waive these payments in order to main¬ 
tain some kind of service. If waiver of 
the payments resulted in a reduction 
in fares or a modernization of the sys¬ 
tem, such waiver likewise might be 
justified. 

But such is not the case. During the 
period Pittsburgh Railways has been 
defaulting on its payments to the City, 
it has shown an operating profit and not 
only the money so realized, but also ap¬ 
parently money set aside in a fictitious 
depreciation account has been used to 
pay the holders of underlier securities. 

In plain language, money due the 
public has been and is being converted 
to a private purpose. We should not 
permit this practice to continue without 
some compensating advantage to the 
public. 

And so, Mr. President, in order that 
we may have the information on which 
to act in the event pending legislation is 
defeated, I move 

That the City Solicitor be requested to 
advise the council: 

1. How much money is now due the 
city from Pittsburgh Railways. 

2. What, if anything, can the city do 
to collect it. 

3. Can quo warranto or other pro¬ 
ceedings be maintained successfully for 
the revocation of franchises. 

(a) By rea.son of such defaults. 

(b) By reason of the grantee’s fail¬ 
ure otherwise to comijly with the terms 
of the grant. 

(c) As being against public policy. 

(d) For any other reason. 

Mr. Magee arose and said 

Mr. Chairman:—I will vote for 
the motion, but I do not want the Coun¬ 
cil to forget that these matters have 
been submitted both to the City So¬ 
licitor and the Department of Public 
Works months ago without having any 
answer from them. 

It would seem to me, instead of call¬ 
ing upon them, that it would be better 
to ask for a conference with those 
heads of the departments to learn the 
answer to the questions raised in Mr. 
O'Toole's motion. 












































































They probably don’t have the means 
of determining what the charges amount 
to. I have received a letter recently 
from the Director of the Department of 
Public Works in response to a number 
of communications that I have addressed 
to him on that phase of the charges— 
which is the largest one of all—the 
charge for street cleaning, and he seems 
to think that he cannot get the exact 
data unless he has a W. P. A. appro¬ 
priation to make an estimate of the 
cost of street cleaning at least. 

Ever since the Traction Conference 
Board expired, I know we have had re¬ 
ports on requests from the City Con¬ 
troller in a statement of what sum has 
been paid by the Railways Company 
to the City in the past. That is an¬ 
other office which would be involved in 
obtaining the payment of the largest 
dues that the City has against the 
Railways Company. 

While in no sense opposed to this 
motion, but on the contrary favorable 
to action here, I suggest that the City 
Solicitor is not the officer who will 
bring this matter to a head. He has 
not the data. The Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works and the City Controller are 
the two departments that would have 
the data and understand what the prob¬ 
lem is and understand what the ques¬ 
tions are.

The following four (4) ordinances 
which were referred to this department 
by your office, have been given careful 
consideration and are reported on as fol¬ 
lows: 

(a) “An Ordinance re-fixing the 
width and position of the sidewalks and 
roadway of Penn avenue from Eleventh 
St. to Eighteenth street”— 

This Ordinance was considered by the 
City Planning Commission at its regu¬ 
lar meeting held on May 25th. The 
Commission ordered this ordinance re¬ 
turned to Council with approval^ sub¬ 
ject to its Committee on Public Works 
ascertaining from the Department of 
Public Works, whether a 40ft. roadway 
might not be secured as readily as the 
38-ft. roadway proposed. After consul¬ 
tation with the D. P, W. it was agreed 
by the committee and .staff that the 
38-ft. roadway would be satisfactory. 

The tiiree (3) other ordinances were 
referred by the Commission to its Com¬ 
mittee on Public Works, with power to 
act and report thereon: 

(b) “An Ordinance re-fixing the 
width and position of the sidewalks and 
roadway of Webster Avenue, from Rob¬ 
erts street to Kirkpatrick street”— 

This Ordinance was considered, and 
the Committee recommends that the or¬ 
dinance be disapproved for the reason 
that the extra 4 ft, of roadway is not 
justifiable, and the present width of 
roadway is in keeping with the majority 
of city streets where speed arid heavy 
volume of traffic is not an important 
factor. If the desire for a wider road¬ 
way Is motivated by the fact that the 
street may be used as a relief route 


when Bigelow boulevard is re-improved 
—that condition will only be temporary, 
and at that it will be limited by the 
amount of traffic Kirkpatrick street, 
with its 30 ft roadway, and Webster ave¬ 
nue with its 36 ft, roadway at either 
end, can handle. If extra capacity is 
needed, the use of Webster and Bedford 
avenues, between Kirkpatrick street and 
Fullerton street, as two one-way streets 
should be considered as an alternate ar¬ 
rangement. 

(c) “An Ordinance widening Webster 
avenue, from Fullerton street to Craw¬ 
ford street, etc.”— 

This Ordinance was considered by the 
Committee, and was ordered returned 
to Council with approvaU accompanied 
by the Staff Study dated May 27, 1937, 
as a suggestion for curb, sidewalk and 
roadway arrangement. The plan will 
permit a good alignment through the 
intersection for two lanes of traffic 
in each direction, with pedestrian islands 
in the center at Fullerton street. It 
will also peiunit the excess width of the 
street to be used for sidewalks and an 
open space for tree planting which is 
sorely needed in the area. 

<d) ‘‘An Ordinance fixing the width 
and position of the roadway and side¬ 
walks of Dengler street, from Grin 
street to Arlington street.”— 

This Ordinance was considered by the 
Committee and was ordered returned to 
C.‘ouricil with approval, sit\ce, as stated 
by the Department of Public Works* 
letter, it appears to be the best ar¬ 
rangement that can be provided with¬ 
out going into the expensive widening of 
the street or re-arrangement of the 
street pattern.

A city ordinance limits the 
transportation of gasoline in trucks 
to 1,500 gallons, and if this resolution 
is adopted, it will have the effect of 
asking the departments to waive the 
provisions of this ordinance for 60 days 
and permit the hauling of this larger 
amount of gasoline. There is a great 
risk in permitting this, and it is in di¬ 
rect violation of the ordinance.

At its regular meeting of July 27, 
1937, the City Planning Commission 
considered the following ordinance: 

An Ordinance re-fixing the width and 
position of the sidewalks and roadway 
of Hazelwood avenue from Murray ave¬ 
nue to Beechwood boulevard. 

The action of the Commission is as 
follows: 

“MOTION: That the negative report 
of the Staff on the aforementioned ordi¬ 
nance be accepted; that the ordinance 
be disapproved, and that proper notice 
be sent to Council with reasons there¬ 
for. CARRIED." 

It is understood that the above ordi¬ 
nance was submitted as the City's part 
of the improvement of the Brown’s Hill 
road approach to the new Homestead 
bridge. 

The Commission is convinced that the 
proposed improvement of the Brown’s 


Hill road approach to the new Home¬ 
stead bridge, as shown on the County 
Department of Public Works Plan No. 
1677, dated May, 1937, will not satis¬ 
factorily meet the traffic demands. 

This is particularly true as to the 
treatment of the intersection of Brown’s 
Hill road with Hazelwood avenue and 
Beechwood boulevard, which in reality 
constitutes the approach to the new 
bridge, since very little other traffic is 
involved, between that point and the 
northerly terminus of the bridge. 

In the opinion of the Commission, the 
County should be asked to use the plans 
originally submitted by the Allegheny 
County Authority, and identified as Plan 
No. 200.6, dated March, 1935, as a basis 
of any construction operations. The 
County plan distributes and separates 
traffic turns in such a manner as to as¬ 
sure adequate, safe and easy traffic 
movement. 

The Commission realizes that the 
County Authority Plan will cost more 
than the plan recently submitted by the 
County Department of Public Works, 
but believes that every effort should be 
made to effect a satisfactory financial 
cooperative agreement between the City 
and County in order that the construc¬ 
tion of the better plan might be se¬ 
cured. 

Pending the consummation of such 
effort, no change should be made in the 
present roadway width of Hazelwood 
avenue between Murray avenue and 
Beechwood boulevard.

And the bill was read a second time. 

President McArdle called Mr. Garland 
to the Chair, and taking the fioor said 

Mr. President: This bill, which 
amends the bill upon which the City 
has been endeavoring to dispose of the 
question of a contract for garbage and 
rubbish disposal, further amends the 
bills under which action has been had 
up to date. 

It has one particular reference which 
I think is destructive of every oppor¬ 
tunity for ever having any real com¬ 
petitive bidding. 

I might preface what 1 am going to 
say by the statement which is quite 
familiar to all members of Council that, 
from the beginning of consideration of 
this subject, I have been in opposition 
to it. I am firmly of the convictio« that 
the thing for the City to do is to con¬ 
tract and pay for the erection of an 
incinerator or incinerators, and then de¬ 
cide later whether it would be operated 
by the City or by contract. Under this 
ordinance it provides that both methods 
may be bid on. 


It provides, first, under this amend¬ 
ment, which is Section 3 (or Section 4 
of this Bill) that “all proposals for 
the construction of incinerator plant 
or plants shall be on the basis of one 
or more incinerator plants having a 
total capacity of 900 tons.” This bill 
does not cite what the -estimated cost 
of a 900-ton plant is to be. It does set 
forth the maximum cost of one 600-ton 
and one 300-ton incinerator plant. But 
it does not make it clear that the bid¬ 
der must bid on a 900-ton plant. Of 
course, if we did receive bids on a 900- 
ton plant we must assume that the bid¬ 
der is going to build a 900-ton plant 
whether or not the city needs one of 
that capacity. That there is a distinct 
doubt about this in everybody’s mind 
has already been represented to us. 
Under the present productive capacity 
of the City, with its present population, 
a 600-ton plant would consume all the 
combustible material that would be 
gathered under our specifications. 

To the extent that that is true, there¬ 
fore the bidder would have to invest 
sufficient capital for the furnishing of 
an incinerator of a capacity that would 
be in excess of our immediate needs. 
And by doing that he would be placed 
in competition with all other bidders. 

The next proposal is that where a 
bidder proposes to erect and operate 
an incinerator plant or plants for a 
number of years, he shall obligate him¬ 
self to dispose by incineration in the 
plant or plants the total collection of 
garbage and household rubbish in the 
City, and all such proposals may be ac¬ 
cepted without regard to the rated ca¬ 
pacity of such plant or plants. I am 
no engineer, and I do not know what 
these engineering terms are, but to the 
best of my information that is the very 
thing on which to base what a 600, 800 
or 900 ton plant shall be, and is the 
thing upon which the contractor will 
bid, namely, that it will be capable of 
incinerating 600 or 900 tons of garbage 
and rubbish. Now, if a person or com¬ 
pany which bid to render this service 
and finally turned over to the City this 
plant, the final need is not bound by 
that obligation. All he has to do is to 
make a safe guess upon what the maxi¬ 
mum requirements for incineration are, 
because the question as to whether he 
has met that requirement cannot be 
raised. That is left out of consideration 
in his bidding. If this is true, he has 
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not only a distinct, an ordinary, a small 
advantage, but he has a huge advantage 
over any competitor who might be bid¬ 
ding, on conditions met in the last bid¬ 
ding. 

Where are we going to get if the ques¬ 
tion is raised? This method is sure of 
only one thing*—to raise unending dis¬ 
cussion over the best method after we 
had arrived at a bid, and it seems to 
me it would only be productive of a 
lawsuit. Because that cannot, by any 
stretch of imagination, be regarded as 
real, honest competitive bidding. 

Now, it might be said that anybody 
can bid that way. Nobody can bid that 
way. In fact, the conditions upon 
which these bids were let the last time, 
and under which they will be let the next 
time, are extremely difficult, and were so 
extremely difficult the last time, that we 
had only one bidder for the building of 
an incinerator plant, to be taken over 
by the City, and one bidder under this 
suggested amortization plan. 

As I said before, this cannot be re¬ 
garded as real competitive bidding. Only 
those who are in the strongest financial 
condition can get a bond that is re¬ 
quired under this ordinance, and which 
is an extraordinary requirement under 
any condition. Whether good or bad it 
certainly is clear, and has. been proven 
by experience, that the ordinary con¬ 
cern that can go in and build an in¬ 
cinerator, cannot get the required bond 
that will meet this requirement; and, of 
course, if they cannot get it, the bid¬ 
ding must narrow down to one or two 
bidders, and then you come to the point 
of making a decision, which of them 
with this rank difference between the 
conditions that they have to meet, by 
eliminating the rated capacity as set 
forth in the ordinance, which is so im¬ 
portant if you refer to the specifications, 
and those who meet the requirements 
and those who cannot have their bids 
considered. 

Then it has this other feature. After 
the contract has been let, if we buy a 
900-ton plant or an 800-ton plant or a 
1200-ton plant, and take it over under 
the proven test that is required by the 
specifications, we will have that as our 
property, and we will have that exces.s 
if it be excess capacity, to meet our 
needs when our needs grow. If they 
don’t now exist, which I firmly believe 
they don’t, but if we do take the other 
way, and the contractor only has to 


meet the requirement of disposing of 
the garbage and rubbish that the City 
delivers to it on the per capita basis, 
then at the end of the contract period, 
whether it be five or nine years, we will 
have turned over to us an asset that 
may be wholly inadequate as compared 
to a 900-ton plant. And the difference 
in the cost may be trivial so far as the 
computations and the bids are concerned 
when the final test is made as to which 
is the best. 

I have not heard, and I don’t know, 
what the explanation is to believing 
what i.s represented to us as being the 
standard measure to determine this all- 
important question, as to what kind of 
a plant you buy, whether through 
amortization or any other kind of plant. 
The only thing I have to guide me is our 
past experience when those computa¬ 
tions were made the last time, when 
.strenuous efforts were made to make 
one bid look good and the other bad, 
when figures foreign to the problem 
were brought into the picture, which 
were emphatically contradicted by the 
records of the Department as the cost 
for operating a municipally-owned plant. 
You will recall that it was reported to 
Council that it would cost $351,000.00 a 
year to operate a 600-ton plant. In our 
own files is the record as produced by 
the Department of Public Health advis¬ 
ing us that two plants—one of 600 tons 
and the other of 300 tons—could both 
be operated for $100,000.00 less than 
a 600-ton plant. 

We are supposed to accept that as 
good judgment on the part of the Mayor 
and the Director of the Department of 
Public Health on which to base our ac¬ 
tion. 

It seems to me quite frankly the con¬ 
dition upon which bids were taken last 
time, and under which they will be taken 
again, are extremely difficult because 
we have only one bid for building an 
incinerator. It seems to me that both 
last time and this time, the taking of 
bids cannot be done except to favor 
someone or limit the bidding to such 
narrow lines as to give someone the 
added advantage or added chance of get¬ 
ting this contract from the City of 
Pittsburgh. This legislation is carry¬ 
ing us far afield of the original intent 
of Council when it started out three 
years ago and sold the bonds which are 
still lying around waiting for Council 
to make a decision. 
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We had struggled for years and list¬ 
ened to all kinds of condemnation; some 
good and some not so good; of the con¬ 
tract system of doing this work, how 
the City was robbed and the service was 
bad, and we issued bonds to build a 
municipal incinerator plant. And we 
are now faced with the problem that 
the City is not big enough to run this 
incinerator. We And the very advocates 
for this kind of contract, along with 
myself, advocated recently the passage 
of a bill in the LiOgislature which al¬ 
lows the County of Allegheny, no more 
capable or more important than the 
City of Pittsburgh, to take over all 
kinds of utilities and operate them as 
municipal operations; saying to the 
public, “Yes, we can own and operate 
street cars, buses, electric power, nat¬ 
ural gas plants and water works, but 
we cannot run a small incinerator plant 
to burn our own garbage and rubbish!'* 
Nobody could operate it except a com¬ 
pany that has good financial standing, 
no doubt a capable company in its va¬ 
rious lines of endeavor. 1 know they 
do run many large businesses, and 1 
do know that they run gas works and 
company stores from Pennsylvania to 
Kentucky. They may do the job all 
right, but that does not argue that the 
City of Pittsburgh has gotten to the 
point where nobody can do this job 
but one company. It does not argue 
that we ought to deprive ourselves of a 
thorough study of the question, whether 
amalgamated with other services or not 
Insofar as service and cost is concerned. 
We can probably do it to the distinct 
advantage of ourselves, both as to serv¬ 
ice and as to cost, 

1 am going to vote against this ordi¬ 
nance, because I have been from the be¬ 
ginning entirely out of accord with this 
method of approach, but even if I were 
in sympathy with it, I would have to 
vote against it because of the barriers 
t mentioned to prevent real, honest com¬ 
petition. 

And the bill, as read a second time, 
was agreed to.

When the name of Mr. Garland (Pres¬ 
ident pro Lem.) was called, he arose and 
said 

I am voting NO, for the reasons 
given by Mr. McArdle, and because after 
a full explanation by him for opposing 
the passage of the bill, no answer was 
given by any other member of Council. 
1 am in favor of having full-fledged 
competition. 

Mr. O’Toole arose and said 

Mr. President: If your vote 

can still be had, I will be glad to make 
answer to the statements of Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle. However, I believe that to be 
unnecessary. I do not want to delay 
further action on the incineration ques¬ 
tion. 

The Chair said 

It is a little out of order to 
speak on the question at this time. Re¬ 
marks should have been made on sec¬ 
ond reading, at the time Mr. McArdle 
made his statement. 

Mr. O’Toole said 

Of course, 1 place such great 
value on Mr. Garland’s vote that I 
would violat;e all rules to get it. 

Mr, McArdle has raised a question 
which has some color of difficulty, but 
which on closer examination is really 
not difficult, as to the difference in the 
requirements imposed upon those who 
will bid, and naturally none will be 
placed upon the City, but upon those 
who would build and operate the plant. 

It has been the philosophy of this 
body, from the time this ordinance was 
first introduced, to permit those willing 
to engage in the disposal of garbage and 
rubbish to handle this question in any 
way that pleased them, and after they 
had made their proposal we can decide 
which is the best method for the City 
of Pittsburgh, 
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The specifications permit fair compe¬ 
tition among prospective bidders. The 
only solution we are concerned with is 
to get the most economical collection, 
hauling and disposal system we can. 

As to the reciuirements imposed upon 
the man to build an incinerator plant 
and operate it, it is up to him to dis¬ 
pose of all garbage and rubbish collected 
whether it is 1,000 or 10,000 tons, and 
dispose of it by incineration. 

Now, Mr. President, you will recall 
that in other places fn the specifications, 
as discussed before the Committee of 
Council, it was provided that this refuse 
could be disposed of in any legal and 
sanitary manner. They could eat it if 
they wanted to. It was to be disposed 
of in the cheapest, legal and sanitary 
manner, and was neither to work to the 
advantage or disadvantage of any per¬ 
son. That is not of great concern so 
long as the bid of the prospective bidder 
conforms to all the requirements of the 
specifications. 

It is the hope of those responsible for 
the letting of this contract that this en¬ 
gineering advice is credible, and that 
it is based upon the fact that we will 
need a plant or plants of 900-ton ca¬ 
pacity. Personally, I don’t know. Since 
the incinerator was first discussed, it 
was taken for granted that a 900-ton 
plant was required. It is no innovation 
or anything new. It gives the bidder 
an opportunity to bid on a plant in 
which he obligates himself to take care 
of all garbage and household rubbish in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and he gives a 
bond to dispose of it. 

It is distasteful to me to let these 
great, rich corporations get the contract 
when some lesser contractor probably 
could build a good plant, but the same 
financial responsibility which they must 
show to get a bond will also guarantee 
our contract. It is distasteful to me, 
too, that I cannot buy a yacht, but I 
have 'got to put up with it. A corp¬ 
oration with financial responsibility is 
the one we got to take. I know it is 
hard for smaller concerns to yield to 
those stronger financially. But it is 
our duty to give the most protection to 
the city and certainly we should con¬ 
sider a financially responsible concern. 
The bond posting sections were pur¬ 
posely inserted to keep out every fly- 
by-night concern that presented a 
scheme. 

I would call the gentleman’s atten¬ 


tion to this. These specifications were 
before the Committee on Health and 
Sanitation for a long time and our one 
purpo.se brought up in all those discus¬ 
sions was to let everybody bid, and after 
deliberation and hearing and objections 
and complaints filed by citizens, we fin¬ 
ally came to the place where it was 
deemed wuse to let everybody interested 
submit his proposition. We went to 
great lengths to preserve the present 
contract and invited the present con¬ 
tractors to continue to operate their 
plants if they offered us a fair price. 

My reason for not answering Mr. Mc- 
Ardle is that this subject has been de¬ 
layed long enough, 

I can conscientiously say that since 
I have been a member of this Council 
[ have left no stone unturned to bring 
about an efficient and cheap incinera¬ 
tion operation for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I have at all times been open 
to suggestions and advice from older 
and wiser men in Council, and 1 don't 
want to engage in a controversy with 
those same older and wiser men, be¬ 
cause I know that such a controversy 
would only tend to delay further this 
proposition. 

Mr. McArdle said 

Mr. President: May I ask your 
indulgence for a moment to say despite 
the advice given that we need a 900-ton 
plant, the Mayor and the Director of the 
Department of Public Health picked a 
600-ton plant to award a contract under 
the last bidding, and the successful bid¬ 
der as they recommended was not ob¬ 
ligated to build anything except a 600- 
ton plant which was made clear to u.s 
by the Mayor in his report submitting 
his recommendations. We discovered 
that there was a letter on file that if 
they would build a 900-ton plant, for 
which they were to be paid, the Hop¬ 
pers Company was to do nothing but 
dispose of 600 tons of garbage and 
household rubbish per day. 

Just one more reference to what Mr. 
O’Toole has said. Insofar as I am one 
of the older members of Council, but 
not one of the wiser ones, I want to 
.say that I have given my advice freely 
on this subject from the beginning, and 
if I learned anything out of the dis¬ 
cussions it has been to my advantage. 
This ordinance was devised, not for the 
purpose of building incinerators, but as 
another easy way of delaying it, so 
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that they would not run counter to the 
citizens who raised up every time we 
considered a site for the plant. There 
has never been any doubt as to where 
I stood on this question, and I never 
hesitated to vote on a site when it was 
selected by a majority of the members 
of Council, even yielding something in 
my judgment as to the superiority of 
some of the locations selected. If my 
advice had been listened to, the incin¬ 
erator, municipally-operated, would be in 
use. I don’t care how long we delay so 
long as there is a question of what is 
right and what is wrong. And I say 
this is wrong, 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President: I just want to 
say for the record that I am voting for 
this ordinance, because I think it is a 
good thing for the City of Pittsburgh. 
1 don’t know much about the specifica¬ 
tions, but I am for an incinerator plant. 

Since 1 have been a member of Coun¬ 
cil I have favored the construction of 
an incinerator plant, and went along 
with every site chosen regardless of the 
protests of the citizens in the neigh¬ 
borhood in which the site was located. 

I do not believe in delay. I believe 
that the company which has had this 
contract for years has made too much 
money out of the citizens of Pittsburgh. 
As far as the specifications covering this 
work is concerned, I don’t know any¬ 
thing about them; I left that to the 
Chairman of the Committee and the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public Health. 
What I am concened in is the construc¬ 
tion and operation of a city-owned in¬ 
cinerator plant. 

Mr, Anderson arose and said 

Mr. President: This Council 

has certainly given much of its time 
and study to this question, and if there 
is any delay the blame certainly will 
not be laid at the doors of Council. 

I voted for this ordinance because I 
believe it is the best thing for the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

The question of selecting thg suc¬ 
cessful bidder for the construction of 
the plant will come after the bids are 
in. I am not pledging myself to say 
that we are going on u 9-year plan, or 
whether the City is going to dispose of 
its rubbish and garbage. The question 
is, what is it going to cost, or w'hat can 


we save by letting a contract and con¬ 
structing an incinerator plant? 

We hope the system that is adopted 
will be better than the system we have 
been working under for the i>ast 45 
years. Certainly all the years I have 
been in Council, the claim has been made 
that if you adopt this system the citi¬ 
zens of Pittsburgh would be saved 
thousands and thousands of dollars. 
That is what I am interested in—saving 
the people money. The last time we 
decided to build our own plant, the con¬ 
tractors reduced their price, and since 
the sale of the incinerator bonds the 
City has saved at least $300,000.00 a 
year. 

Under the specifications for this work, 
you can build plants and the contractors 
can operate them, or you can do it the 
other way and the City will operate 
them. It is a question which is the best 
method to do it. I feel this way, if we 
don’t act on the ordinance today, we are 
going to be accused again of delaying it. 
If some citizen, or one of these firms, 
takes the case to Court, it is not the 
Council’s responsibility and we should 
not be charged with that responsibility. 

I think we are doing the right thing in 
asking for new bids and see where we 
stand. 1 don't know what is going to 
happen with this contract, and I am not 
pledging myself to vote for or to agrree 
with any system of building or operat¬ 
ing an incinerator plant until I know 
just where we stand. 

Mr. Evans arose and said 

Mr, President: I want to speak 
on one point; the point as to whether 
the bill provides for competitive bidding. 
If I thought for one moment this bill 
would preclude competitive bidding, I 
would vote against it. But so far as 
1 can see, it is wide open. 

As far as the ordinance is concerned, 
it provides that any bidder can bid on 
an incinerator plant or a method for the 
collection and disposal of garbage and 
rubbish by incineration or in any legal, 
sanitary manner; and I fail to see, in 
reading the bill, at least as far as my 
judgment is concerned, that there is 
anything in the bill that could be in¬ 
terpreted as shutting out competitive 
bidding; and if I would find, in the 
course of deliberations on the bills, at 
any time that any bidder would be pre¬ 
cluded from submitting a proposal, 1 
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would be against it. Anyone can bid on 
it if they put up the proper bond, 

Mr. McArdle said 

Mr. President: I did not say 
that there could be no competitive bid¬ 
ding under the various sections pro¬ 
vided in the ordinance. Under the ones 
to which I referred, those who were to 
enter into long-term service contract 
and those who were to build an incin¬ 
erator, do not, in my judgment, allow 
fair competition, but leaves the question 
up to the Council and other officials to 
make th'fe decision after the bids are re¬ 
ceived. 

There is another point I want to refer 
to briefly. 1 don’t know that it is in the 
bill. It was in the last program, and 
that is the cost for this service on a per 
capita basis of a fixed rate. The rate 
may fluctuate from year to year, based 
upon the findings of the government re¬ 
ports, which deal with the upward and 
downward trend of labor costs. The 
City would have to pay the increased 
cost. 

The per capita rate includes not only 
labor cost, but all other costs, including 
amortization of the plant, which is a 
fixed investment the minute that they 
are done with it. 

I want it distinctly understood that 
I am firmly in favor of the city con¬ 
tracting for the construction of an in¬ 
cinerator, and for acquiring it upon con¬ 
struction, but I believe we are approach¬ 
ing the subject from the wrong direc¬ 
tion. I might further say the point 


I am making is that those bidders 
strongest financially would have an ad¬ 
vantage over those who could bid only 
on the construction of a plant, 

Mr. Weir arose and said 

Mr. President; Some reference 
was made about an individual company 
receiving this contract. There is a lot 
of excitement about nothing. The bids 
must first meet with the approval of the 
Committee on Health and Sanitation. 
We are not making an award. We are 
merely advertising for bids. 

The Chair (Mr. Garland) said 

The remarks made were out of 
order. I took the privilege of speak¬ 
ing to explain my vote, which brought 
about this latter discussion. 

And a majority of the votes of Coun¬ 
cil being in the affirmative, the bill 
passed finally. 

President McArdle at this time took 
the chair.

I hope the 
newspaper boys are here to look at the 
record.^ before me so that they may 
contradict the statement which was 
made. I did not present this ordinance, 
and it shows here in the record that I 
didn't, and I want to call to the attention 
of the members of Council and the news¬ 
papers that I did not present such an 
ordinance. I hope the clerk will tell 
Foster that. 

Mr. Magee arose and said 

Mr. President, I also rise to a 
question of personal privilege. The re¬ 
sponsibility for the introduction of the 
ordinance to which Mr, Anderson refers 
is mine. It happened on the occasion of 
a .strike in this city and I, as chief ex¬ 
ecutive, recommended the passage of an 
ordinance by the City Council providing 
for the purchase of tear gas for the use 
of the Bureau of Police. The action of 
City Council is censured. Tear gas is 
spoken of as the “use of barbarous wea¬ 
pons by the police.” 

The use of the most deadly weapons 
by the police has been sanctioned by 
time honored custom by necessity from 
the earliest days of organized society. 
That the substitution of tear gas, a 
modern means of accomplishing the 
same end as rifles and revolvers, is bar¬ 
barous, I deny. Relatively to tear gas, 
the pistol is the barbarous weapon. We 
have the recent example of the old fash¬ 
ioned weapons being used in the recent 
riot in Chicago, when ten persons’ lives 
were destroyed that might have been 
saved if the police had used their tear 
gas instead of their guns. 

I make no apology for obeying my 
oath of office and no long explanation 
is needed to defend the use of a merciful 
weapon instead of a deadly 'weapon. I 
am not at this time expressing my view® 
as to industrial disputes. That I will 
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fully discuss at a more appropriate time 
and place.

of the South Pittsburgh Water Co., 
Now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Department of 
Law is hereby directed to request the 
Public Utilities Commission to intervene 
in the rate case against the South Pitts¬ 
burgh Water Co., which is now pending, 
and ask for prompt hearings thereon, 
to the end that additional reduction of 
the rate structure of the South Pitts¬ 
burgh Water Co. will be obtained.

Gentlemen:— Bill No. 3697 

An Ordinance authorizing- the Direc¬ 
tor of the D. P. W. to employ Regis¬ 
tered Nurses who may not be residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh, which posi¬ 
tions and compensation was authorized 
by Ordinance No. 151, approved April 
29. 1937. 

I have received a report from Direc¬ 
tor Hovde, setting forth the efforts 
which he has made in order to obtain 
nurses from within the wards of the 
City of Pittsburgh, for employment at 
the City Home and Hospital at Mayview. 
The Director states that he has used 
every means possible to secure nurses 
who live in the city, by direct contact 
with the Nurse’s Registry and the vari¬ 
ous hospitals, and through other agen¬ 
cies. The Director reports that it is 
impossible to secure nurses from within 
the City. 

The Director also reports that at the 
present time there are eighteen va¬ 
cancies, and that the hospitals at May- 
view are handicapped by their inability 
to secure the required help. 

The salary bill for this year provides 
for fourteen Registered Nurses at an 
annual salary of $1,260.00, and in addi¬ 
tion thereto full maintenance, it also 
provide.s for fifty Jr. Registered Nurses, 
which for the first year are paid the 
salary of $950.00 with full maintenance 
and increasing $60,00 per year up to and 
including the fifth year, at which time 
they receive $1,170.00. 

I am Informed by the Director that 
hospitals throughout the city pay from 
$720.00 to $960,00 per annum plus full 
maintenance. 

The salary paid for both Registered 
Nur.ses and Jr. Registered Nurses is 
equal to and more than most hospitals 
In the city pay for the same service. 

I have consulted Miss Fisher of the 
Nurse’s Registry, 3344 Fifth Avenue, 
and she advises me that there are two 
thousand girls registered with their 
registry, and that the majority of these 
nurses prefer private duty rather than 
institutional work. 

She also stated that the nurses were 
not very busy at the present time and 
that she might be able to intere.st some 
of them In applying for work at May- 
view. 


I would recommend that Director * 
Hovde communicate with the Nurses 
Registry in writing, stating his re¬ 
quirements and .setting forth the rate 
of pay, hour.s of employment, and the 
class of work. 

I believe it would be possible for the 
Director to obtain at lea.st part of the 
help which he desires.

of this noise can be eliminated without 
serious interference with business; and 
WHEREAS, The experience of other 
large cities and the studies of experts 
indicate that the most effective attack 
on the problem of noise is through the 
maintenance of a permanent organiza¬ 
tion whose duty it Is to constantly seek 
ways and means of preventing and less¬ 
ening noises. 

WHEREAS, the Pittsburgh Sun-Tele¬ 
graph has now aroused public interest 
In this problem to such an extent that 
the time is opportune to press for action 
in its solution, 


BE IT RESOLVED: 

(1) That the Mayor, with the advice of 
Council and other groups of indivi¬ 
duals who may offer their assistance, 
appoint a “Noise Abatement Com¬ 
mission” which shall serve tempor¬ 
arily until a permanent organization 
is provided. 

(2) The Noise Abatement Commission 
shall be composed of five (5) mem¬ 
bers who shall serve without com¬ 
pensation, and it is the intent of 
Council that such persons should be 
l>ublic spirited citizens, who recog¬ 
nize the importance of noise abate¬ 
ment and are willing to devote a 
considerable portion of their time 
to the problem of recommending a 
permanent organization to deal with 
this evil. It is intended that this 
Commission shall report on a per¬ 
manent solution as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. The Law Department, Pub¬ 
lic Safety Department and the De¬ 
partment of Health are called upon 
to aid the Commission in this work 
in every manner possible and more 
specifically in the manner follow¬ 
ing. 

(3) The Law Department shall prepare 
and submit to the Commission and to 
Council a report on existing statutes 
and ordinances regulating and pro¬ 
hibiting noise, together with rec¬ 
ommendations for legislation neces¬ 
sary to supplement that which now 
exists. 

(4) The Public Safety Department shall 
prepare and submit a report to the 
Commission and to Council on the 
manner in which the statutes and 
ordinances already existing with re¬ 
lation to noise are being enforced 
and the difficulties which are en¬ 
countered in their enforcement; as 
well as suggestions for further regu¬ 
latory legislation. 

(5) The Health Department shall pre¬ 
pare and submit a report to the 
Commission and to Council on the 
harmful effect of various types of 
noises with suggestions regarding 
the manner in which their harmful 
effects can be lessened. 

(6) The Mayor is respectfully requested 
to appoint this temporary Noise 
Abatement Commission as quickly 
as possible and to urge the fullest 
cooperation of the aforesaid de¬ 
partments so that a permanent or- 
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ganizatlon may be suggested with 
all possible speed.

Our problem seems to be simply one 
of space for the storage of immediate 
records of value. Already, it seems to 
me, too many records of considerable 
value have been destroyed.
